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A new volume fn “The University Serles” is a
ghort history of “Greece In the Age of Pericles”
by Arthur J, Grant (Charles Seritner's Sons). The
author takes a more favorable view of the character
of Pericles than that adopted by Mr. Evelyn
Abbott, the historian. In fact he scems Iniclined to
steer midway between the democratic views of
Grote and the manifest reaction of later times
toward the aristocratic notlons of Mitford. For ex-
ample, he admits the great force of Grote's defence
of the Sophists, but nevertheless, approves the
eriticism of Plato upon these paid philosophers. In
alluding to a few authorities on the career of
Perleles, It seems odd that he dld not mention the
censuring paragraphs in Plato's dinlogue entitled
“Gorglus.” The simple fact of the matter in
Perleles's case is that though he was called a

demagogue, he was the most gelf-contained, the
least disposed to yleld to popular clamor, of all the
Tha

men who have been called by this epithet.

the perfect understanding that exigted  between
him and the citizens whom he had to eontrol, The
only man in modern times 1o be compared with
him is Lincoln. While Lincoln’s actual problem was
infinite beside the narrow politice of the Aegean
coast, vet it was really no more intricate than that
of Pericles. Pericles was at his pest when he
found the Athenians at their best He was not
obliged to be complaisant and companionable, be-
cause he knew in his own heart what the people
were thinking. If he had lived longer, or it he had
been succeeded by men capable of carrying out his
views, there is mo question but that the Athenian
Empire would have been prolonged. It might even
have rendered the Macedonlun conguest needless, per-
haps impossible. Pericles never would have yielded
to the popular madness which sent the whole naval
power of Athens to perish before Syracuse, because
be knew that Athens had only one enemy, Sparta;
and that the success of this foe meant a halt in the
progress of civilization. He might not have ueed
words such as we use In looking back nt the Pelo-
ponnesian war, but he knew well that Athens stood
for a far higher ldeal of humanity than Sparti.
Mr. Grant discusses in succession the character-
Isties of Greek clvilization and religlon, the history
and rivalry of Sparta and Athens, the growth of
democracy In Attlea, the relations of Pericles to It
and to the State, social life, the events of the great
war with Sparta, and the thought and art of
Athens. The voiume is well illustrated.

The purpose of "The Story of Washington," by
Elizabeth Eggleston Seelye (D Appleton & Co.),
is to present the Father of his Country in an ul-
mosphera of plain fact, It will be acknowledged
that much of the popular lore and the writing about
Warhington in the piast Was tinctursd with the
romancing qualities of Weems In his biographles.
But Weems never expected to be belleved, and he
was not believed, even In the perlod when the hom-
age of Revolutlonary worthles was least diserimi-
pating. Dr. Eggleston goes further than others
would, perhaps, when he asserts in his introduction
to this book that the editors of Washington's
writings went so far as 10 “garble his corresponid-
encs lest one might catch his mind in an attitude
not perfectly statuesque.”
